covered among the ruins j a little brafs buft of fome 
unknown philofopher, of an excellent manner, and 
perfectly well preferved : A ftatue of an orator, in 
marble ; and another brafs buft, on a term, of a 
youth, with particularly beautiful hair, and the whole 
excellent. The artift has put his name to the latter, 
AnOAAHNIOS APXIOT A0HNAIOS EFIOIHSE. 
He fays, that the workmen were then juft entering 
on fome nobleman's houfe, as appeared by the rich 
mofaic pavements, &c. and that they were in hopes 
it would prove a very good new mine. 
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
